, It is officially announced in Brussels that. in 
consequence of the differences between the Con- 
fo Free State and the Congo Railway Company, 
Colonel Thys and M. Devolder, ex- Minister, 
who are direvtors of the Congo Railway Com- 
pany, have sent in their resignations as directors 
of the Hankow-Cunton Railway. un enterprise 
mainly due to the initiative of King Leopold. 
Colonel Thys has also resigned his post of Aide- 
de-Cump to King Leopold. 

With reference to these resignations it must 
be explained that the Congo Railway Company 
has heen unable to obtain any satisfactory sottle- 
ment of u claim which it has against the Congo 
Freo State of 5,000,000f, and has eventually 
instituted legal. proceedings for the recovery 
of this sum. ‘The case is about to come on for 
trial, and as Colonel Thys and M: Devolder in 
their capacity as directors of the Congo Railway 
are virtually plaintiffs against the King in 
the action, they could not.continue to hold their 
positions as directors in the Chinese Company, 
Which was more or less the creation of his 
Majesty.

Mr. McCrae in the Housa of Commons on the 
16th ult. asked the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer whether he could now state if the annual 
instalments of over £300,000 receivable in 
respoct of the Chinese war indemnity would: 
after the private-claims of Britich subjects had 
been satiatied, be applied to the reduction of debt

A TIGER HUNT IN KWANGTUNG. 
as z 
[yROM A CORRESPONDENT.} 

“The following uccount of a trip after tiger, 
which. though unsuccessful, afforded plenty of 
enjoyment und excitement, may be of some 
interest. : : ‘ 

The venue of the hunt was in the ‘wost of 
Kwangtung province, fifteen milos north of the 
West River. I passed a day af Koon Wui, o 
small market town, and in the evening, having, 
ufter much haggling, purchased a dog as- bait, 
set out for the hills where the tiger; have their 
abode. It was not without considerable difficulty 


that a Chinaman could be induced to come out. 


The Chinese stand in the greatest terror of the 
tiger, and even apply the propitiatory adjec- 
tive “venerable” to it, They cannot indeed be 
blumed for tleir state of mind, as they have no 
adequate weapons with which to meet the 
formidable beast. 

Finally, however, a sturdy yokel agreed to 
come with mo, and he was put in charge of the 
rbait and necessary victuals. We set out for the 


‘} hills much later than I had hoped, und it was 


already dark when we entered a narrow valley 
leading up to the deserted hut where the night 
was to be spent. This building was some years 
ago used as 3 dwelling-house, but its occupants 
had abandoned it through fear of the tigers 
which range the neighbouring hills during the 
night and attack form-yards.in search of their 
prey. s f 

Iwas not sorry when wa reached the shelter 
of this hut, for tha Chinaman with me had a 
nasty trick of lookin». over his shoulder at 
every bush and hillock which we passed. He 
evidently feared thet tho hunter might bocomo 
the hunted, and, as it was pitch dark, this 
prospect was decidedly analluring. Onee in- 
stalled in the hut, I set myself resolutely to keop 
awake. The dog was tied up outside, andthe 
tigor waseagerly awaited from the window of* 
a loft in the building. 1 

According to all precedent, the bait ought to 
have emitted dismal howls, and more especially 
when a fine fal] moon rose in an unclouded sky; 
but it was not to be. Not a sound did that dog 
make during the whole of the livelong nicht, 
not even when, 400 yurds away on’the hills ide, 


| wo: heard the peculiar, whine of the tiger in 


seurch of its prey. Thia ery, commonly most 
inadequately ‘ reproduced on paper by the 
word * Woof,” sent a thrill through me, but 
alas, nothing came of it. Twice again, indeed, 
during that bitter, mosquite-ridden nicht it 
wos hezrd, but dawn came without any sign of 
a tiger. 


Thoroughly disgusted, and fecling much in- 
clined to slanghter the dog: which had saved its 
skia by keeping silent, I sollied forth at the 
breaking of the dawn, and after going some 
distance into the hills, met.a party of wood- 
cutters, who info:med mo that the tracks of 
the destroyer of herds hod heen discovered 
hard by.’ Then began slong hunt. For half 
a mile we followed the ‘ pugs” over the damp 
pround, There were evident indications that 
the tiger had returned to his luir across that 
hillside. Here was the ‘form’ wheré he had lain+| 
down to rest-—there the marks of his claws on u 
pine-tree, and wherever there was soft ground, 
the tracks quite fresh. © 

At last they ended in a donse jungle, covering 
many acres, aud almost surrounded by hills, so 
as to form: an immense amphitheatre, the 
“arena” of Which was the ancient abode of 
tigers. My companions, trusting to.tho power of 
the human leg and the neighbouring pine-trees, 


passed along tho hill-side above the jungle, snd

_ Aftor some time I omorged from tho 
jungle in a-very dishevelled condition, and 
with no ‘bag ‘to console me, but rovortheless 
tho excitoment and enjoyment had been consider- 
able. With pleuaty of spare time one could 
hardly fail to ‘bag’ o tigor. There were 
undoubtedly, oug or two about, and tha district 
is full of them. Four were killed in pitfalls 
during six months-of last year, and anyone with 
the available time and. desirous of good sport 
should not fail to visit the West or North 
Rivors and earn the gratitude of the neighbour- 
Hoos by ridding it.of some of these dangerous 
pests, . 


THE LOWER HALF-WORLD. 
IN SHANGHAI AND HONGKONG. 

The following leaderette fromthe N.-C, Daily 
Neos relating to a stato of things in Shanghai 
which followed the outbreak of tho war, ig not 
without its application to Hongkong :— 

One of the blessings of civilisation which the 
Russians introduced into Manchuria, and which 
flourished in rank: luxurisnce wherever a few 
Russians wore gathered together in the threo 
provinces, und the introduction and foster- 
ing of which would ‘alone be almost onough 
to justify the Japanese in their determina- 
tion to drive the Russians back into Siberiu, 
hug, by the fortune of war, been forced 
upon Shanghai, and, as we learn from recent 
Hongkong, papers, upon that colony as well. 
The Consulur Body re and the Municipality 
have been doing :their best to tackle the evil, 
whith becomes more flagrant every day; but 
the Consular Body are hindered by the fact that 
theoffenders are muinly the subjects of only three 
of the nations that: make up our aasius galt, and 
there seoms to the others something invidious 
in prossing specially on*only threo out of their 
number. The Municipality are hindered by an 
outbreak some ‘time ago of sentiment which, 
however creditable in itself, does not make 
for the good government of the Settlement, 
and by the attitude taken up by the agents 
of. Proper yiownets: Unfortunately a large 
part of the house property hera_ix owned 
by absentecs; snd rity agentd of absentee 
property-owners confine themselves to exacting 
tho highort rents they can, without inconvenient 
enquiry into tho character of their tenants. 

It_is not perlaps generally understood that 
the Municipality have by the Bye-Laws power 
to insist on all ‘dbjectionuble houses being 
licensed. A false sontiment which took form 
at a meeting of ratepayers some time oso has 
prevented the Council from exercising this 
power; but such o condition as now exists here 
was not.contemplated by anyone who assisted 
to tie the Jiands of the Council then; and 
we strongly advise the Council to face the 
present situation boldly and put the Bye-Law 
im force, trusting to the ratepayers giving 
them a bill of indemnity ot the next meeting. 
The licensing of these objectionuble houses will 
give the Council power to control them and 
their denizens, and we feel sure it will have the 
support of the Consular Body, especially of the 
Consuls most immediately concerned, while the 
mnitigation of the present evil which will follow 
must eam the hearty.thanks of the ratepayers.
